Country Drive officials have been working hard 
for years to bring interesting and fun activities to 
those who wish to take a weekend drive around rural 
Central Alberta. 

Two local attractions are participating in this year’s 
program, namely the Didsbury Museum and Unique 
Stained Glass Works, and Frankie Kelly, president 
of the Didsbury Historical Society, says it’s a great 
program for the museum and the town. 

“The whole idea is to encourage visitors to come 
out to see the country and see what we have to 
offer,” says Kelly, noting the program helps pull in 
traffic from the QEU into Didsbury. 

Country Drive has three special weekends through¬ 
out the summer specified for events, but also keeps 
people updated through social media as to what 
member organizations are doing other times of the 
year, she notes. 

Though there are some museums on the route laid 
out between Lacombe and Didsbury, there are also 
farms, restaurants and a host of other attractions for 
both families and those just wanting to get away to 
the country for a day. 

One of the reasons Kelly decided to sign the 
museum up for the program two years ago was the 
social media exposure, as Country Drive advertises 


member locations and events on the official website, 
Facebook and Twitter, she says. 

Joanne Pope, manager of the museum, said for 
the membership fees the museum paid to be part of 
Country Drive, the exposure is worth it. 

“What really works for us is to be 
able to advertise as a group and have 
a website and to be a presence on the 
website,” says Pope. 

“With all these places, if you say 
for instance click on the Bowden Sun 
Maze, it gives exposure to us.” 

Kelly adds that many member orga¬ 
nizations will point visitors to other 
members in the area and give feedback 
on them as well. 

The program prints and distributes 
brochures that advertise member orga¬ 
nizations and those brochures are dis¬ 
tributed across Central Alberta and can 
be found in places such as information 
centres and town halls, Pope notes. 

“When you belong to an organization 
like this and everything is professionally done, for us 
this is a gift,” she says. 

“The marketing value is an incredibly good bang 
for your buck. We’re slowly but surely expanding our 
social media awareness.” 

Bill Anthony, who owns and runs Unique Stained 


Glass Works with his wife Merrilee, says this is his 
first year with Country Drive and notes it has been 
working well for his business. 

“It’s a great way of letting people know what's 
going on," says Anthony. 

“Oftentimes people in rural areas - 
just because of the space between busi¬ 
nesses - aren’t aware of what’s going 
on, so I find that the Country Drive 
brochure just lets people know if your 
business is alive and well and if you’re 
functioning in a rural community.” 

He has noticed some people who 
come as part of the drive say that they 
have certain locations they like to visit 
every year, and so they stopped in for 
the first time just to check out his shop. 

“As far as actual sales and num¬ 
bers, 1 really can’t comment on that 
because often people will come in on 
the Country Drive and see what you 
have, and then come back a week or a 
month or even months later and make a 
specific request,” he adds. 

“So it’s one of those things that you may not see 
immediate response or results, but somewhere down 
the road it just lets people know you’re there and 
allows them an opportunity to see what exactly you 
have.”

know, like strangers in 
a different part of the 
world - to show them 
what we could do was 
so cool," she said.

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Royal Purple donates equipment to hospital

The Didsbury Royal Purple recently 
donated a pediatric emergency cart, 
valued at just under $2,400 to the 
Didsbury hospital, and the cart will be 
used in the emergency room, accord¬ 
ing to officials. 

Leone Regner, administrative assis¬ 
tant at the hospital, said this particular 
piece of equipment has become an 
industry standard for pediatric care, 
and is a welcome addition to the arse¬ 
nal of equipment at the hospital. 

The cart is a colour-coded tool for 
determining the correct dosages of 
medications and equipment sizes - 
based on weight and length - when 
dealing with pediatric emergencies, 


she noted. 

“The tape simplifies some of the 
decision making in a stressful situation 
and reduces medication and equip¬ 
ment errors in the pediatric population 
by eliminating the need to estimate a 
child's weight,” said Regner. 

The cart also has corresponding 
colour-coded drawers that contain the 
necessary equipment and supplies for 
a child in distress, she added. 

It is the first of its kind, and prior 
to this, doctors simply used coloured 
bags on a pole, she noted. 

“A cart is a big improvement to the 
bags," she said. “The cart is much more 
user-friendly and easier to access the 
equipment. It’s easier to move and 
provides an area to work on, prepare 
medications and chart.” 


Shirley Thompson, honoured royal 
lady of the Didsbury Royal Purple, said 
her club became aware of the need for 
the cart when she stopped by the hos¬ 
pital to tell them about a program run 
by the Alberta Elks Foundation (AEF). 

“I visited the hospital and had a list 
of items that other hospitals had been 
receiving through the (AEF), and I 
thought it was about time Didsbury 
was on the list," said Thompson. 

She gave hospital staff copies of the 
grant application and asked them to 
come up with something they could 
really use, and the staff suggested the 
cart. 

As the Elks and Royal Purple focus 
on helping children in various ways, 
the AEF hands out grants for equip¬ 
ment to be used in smaller hospitals 


private donations, as well as aluminum 
tabs and copper fundraiser programs, 
she said. 

“The hospital has to apply to us, then 
the Elks or Royal Purple apply for the 
grant,” she added. 

The clubs across the province can 
only apply once a year, and sometimes, 
depending on how much funding is 
available, some applications have to be 
turned down. 

But this year, Didsbury got lucky and 
was approved for the funding. 

“There’s been a lot of equipment 
put into the community in the last 10 
or 12 years,” she added, noting that if 
anybody would like to help in collect¬ 
ing pop can tabs or in other ways, they 
can contact the Didsbury Royal Purple. 

“It takes an ice cream pail full of tabs 





that don’t get as much provincial fund¬ 
ing as the bigger regional ones, she 
noted. 

The foundation is supported through 
various means, including memorial and

Martin Luther King’s 
dream still resonates 

It was a sweltering hot summer day in 1967 when 
my father drove the family up to the customs booth 
at the Ambassador Bridge in Windsor, Ont. 

Rising thick, black smoke 
blurred the towering skyline 
across the river in Detroit. 
The once grand city was burn¬ 
ing. It was a battleground for 
race riots. Anger within the 
African-American community 
had achieved a critical mass. 

Even then, as a child more 
concerned about hockey and 
baseball scores, I heard the 
name of Martin Luther King, 
the charismatic, determined 
but gentle spiritual leader for millions of disenfran¬ 
chised African-Americans. 

Throughout the turmoil engulfing America’s dark 
days that hot summer, King was everywhere on televi¬ 
sion, fighting for change but not advocating violence. 

It was four years earlier when he delivered his 
revolutionary ‘I have a dream’ speech at the March 
on Washington rally, an event intended to show mass 
support for progressive civil rights legislation pro¬ 
posed earlier that year by President John F. Kennedy. 
That day was Aug. 28, 1963, a half century ago. 

Historians taking note tomorrow of King’s ground¬ 
breaking speech hail it as one of the greatest and 
most inspirational of the 20th century, a vision that 
helped transform America away from its greatest 
shame - its unfair and ui\just treatment of its most 
vital minority group. 

The question many in America may be asking is 
whether much has changed over the course of 50 
years, while the rest of the free world - including 
Canada - will also reflect whether the civil rights 
leader’s influence made a difference on relationships 
with their own minorities. 

At first glance African-Americans appear to have 
made significant headway in the United States. 
But has America today as a whole given more than 
just lip service to King’s vision since he declared in 
Washington: “I have a dream that one day this nation 
will rise up and live out the true meaning of its creed: 
We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all men 
are created equal’." 

And while this is the ultimate goal for America and 
all western democracies, how do average American 
citizens feel about civil rights progress since King’s 
grand moment 50 years ago? 

“I guess my general answer would be, yes, civil 
rights and equality has improved in the last 50 years. 
I have seen it improve over my lifetime for sure. 
However, a more accurate answer would probably be 
that it depends on where you are in the country as to 
how far things have come,” said John Pointer, a friend 
of mine in North Carolina, and a professional educator 
who has a keen interest in African-American affairs. 

“Many states are implementing voting laws that 
are reminiscent of the years following the Civil War 

- when people tried to prevent a certain population 
of people from being able to vote,” added Pointer. 

“The current laws may not specifically target 
American blacks, but they have the same purpose 

- denying people the opportunity to vote. 1 think the 
U.S. has come a long way since King's speech. But we 
certainly have a long way to go.” 

But the inspiration is still there 50 years later. 
And America and the rest of the world can still seize 
King’s vision. It may be slow coming, but the torch 
remains high to maintain the momentum and will of 
King’s once improbable dream.

Re: Stampede winners stripped of grand champ title 


In regards to the article 
“Stampede winners stripped of 
grand champ title,” p. 1 of the 
Aug. 20 Didsbury Review, sev¬ 
eral of Raymond Gonnet’s quotes 
were wrongly attributed to me. I 
was only present during the show 
while Raymond Gonnet was pres¬ 
ent for the blood testing. 

My involvement was just 
bringing two young individuals 
together from two countries to 
compete at the Calgary Stampede 
steer show: Ryan Jackson of 
Vermont, 16 years of age, and 
Riley Chalack of Carstairs. 

I was impressed with Ryan, as 
he took a steer that was injured 
from having seven steel teeth 
implanted in its foot due to step¬ 
ping on a comb, had surgery to 
pull the teeth out, to then bring¬ 
ing the steer back to health. 

But due to a family move to 
Kansas, he was unable to show 
his steer anymore and thus asked 
if I knew a place to show it. I 
phoned Riley and we agreed to 
take it to the Stampede Steer 
Classic. I thought Ryan deserved 
a chance. The steer did win, and 
two to three weeks later was dis¬ 
qualified for drugs. 

I am taking issue with a lot of 
the process and handling of the 
subject at the Calgary Stampede. 
Why, when there are independent 
witnesses does the Stampede say 
it is hearsay about the vet agree¬ 


ing to give the steer Banamine; 
why as an official vet did he not 
take charge of the situation? 

Why was the owner never con¬ 
tacted in the whole process till 
an investigation? 

My issues are this: we have peo¬ 
ple here who were being honest 
and because they were, someone 
saw a way to disqualify the steer. 
Sour grapes from a poor loser. 
Riley now has the potential and 
has been put on notice that he 
may be banned from showing for 
life. We have to appeal even for 
that reason alone. 

I feel the Stampede has reacted 
poorly all the way around on 
this. Why did my steer, which 
was supposed to go to McLeod’s 
meats for 10 days to cool down 
and be in neutral territory, end 
up at Miller’s, who also had 
a son competing in the show 
which had some problems going 
on with one person fitting my 
steer, Raymond Gonnet. How 
did my steer end up at the com¬ 
petitions without my consent? 
Remember, we own the steer 
till the Stampede pays the prize 
money and officially takes the 
steer as their own, verified by 
Max Fritz of the Stampede. Then 
to top things off they disqualified 
the steer, but refused to present 
the bhxxl results while wanting a 
waiver signed to the disqualifica¬ 
tion plus drugs with no proof. 


When asked to have the blood 
samples back for a re-test they 
now have been destroyed. As the 
CFIA tag holder in that steer, I 
felt it my right to be informed 
where my steer was, what they 
were doing to it, and why. I 
also felt I had the right to the 
care of the animal and its well¬ 
being, especially when there is a 
chance of getting the steer back. 
Also this was a steer committee 
problem and decision accord¬ 
ing to the rules. The problem 
here is that some members of 
the steer committee didn’t even 
know what was going on or even 
where the steer was. Thus one 
steer committee member, Rod 
Morison, resigned because of this 
fiasco and probably a few more 
will yet as well. Furthermore 
before the appeal is even started 
and finished, the Stampede has 
already made the Reserve Grand 
Champion Steer the Grand 
Champion Steer and given the 
prizes away. 

So now what happens if we 
do win the appeal, or is it their 
feeling we don’t stand a chance 
of winning the appeal? It's like 
this: we raise and mentor our 
young individuals to do the right 
thing, so when we teach them to 
respect authority, in this case the 
vet in question, we expect young 
individuals to listen.

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Anglin calls on government 
for flood mitigation plan 


Golf club championship 
tournament results

Joe Anglin, MLA for the Sundre- 
Rimbey-Rocky Mountain House con¬ 
stituency, called on the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to announce a timeline for a 
flood mitigation plan for the Red Deer 
River. 

In a letter he wrote to Municipal 
Affairs Minister Doug Griffiths, he also 
asked him to reconsider the Wildrose 
official Opposition request for a pub¬ 
lic inquiry into the province’s flood 
response. 

“As of this date, the residents have 
yet to see a flood mitigation plan for 
Red Deer River, which is key for reduc¬ 
ing the risks that Sundre area residents 
will face in the 2014 flood season,” said 
Anglin in the letter, dated Aug. 15. 

“1 would like to inquire as the state 
of the plan, whether the wheels are in 
motion and as to a timeline for when 
constituents will have access and be 
able to provide input.” 

He states in the letter that he believes 
dredging areas of the river and building 
a series of berms and spurs is needed. 

“I trust recent events will have 
caused this government to reconsider 
the necessity of periodic dredging for 
protecting residents and their homes 
and will consider allowing dredging as 
a key part of the overall flood mitiga¬ 
tion plan," he explained. 

Danielle Smith, leader of the Wildrose 
official Opposition, wrote to premier 
Alison Redford on Aug. 1 asking for a 
public inquiry of about “50 unanswered 
questions". 


The questions are regarding steps 
that were taken before the flood, suf¬ 
ficiency of early warning procedures, 
emergency operations, communication 
with Albertans during the flood and 
post-flood operations. 

“In light of the tragic fatalities that 
occurred due to flooding hazards in 
southern Alberta, I urge you to recon¬ 
sider the official opposition call for a 
public inquiry into the province’s flood 
response,” said Anglin in the letter. 

He believes that Albertans would 
appreciate the “peace of mind that 
would come from a judge-led inquiry". 

Also, on July 19, the official 
Opposition called on the provincial 
government to provide a new flood 
zone map and mitigation plan by 
September. 

It would be for the communities 
of Calgary, High River, Canmore, 
Bragg Creek and Medicine Hat and it 
would inform flood victims of where 
to rebuild their homes and businesses. 

Cameron Traynor, communications 
director for Alberta municipal affairs, 
said community flood mitigation is a 
priority for the province. 

“That’s why the provincial govern¬ 
ment has established an advisory 
panel specifically to provide advice 
and information to the government 
on community flood mitigation,” said 
Traynor. 

The panel was established last 
month. 

“As well, municipalities can propose 
specific flood mitigation proposals to 
the government and request funding,” 
he said.

Truck theft 

A 1999 red Dodge Ram truck was 
stolen from a property located east of 
Didsbury on Saturday, Aug. 10 in the 
early afternoon, according to Sgt. Jeff 
Jacobson. 

The truck was observed leaving the 
residence at a high rate of speed. To 
date, the vehicle has not been recov¬ 
ered, but police are on the lookout for 
a truck with licence plate number 65H- 
763, he added. 

Hit and run 

A silver Ford F-350 was rear-ended 
on Tuesday, Aug 13, sometime between 
6:30 a.m. and 8:30 p.m., said Jacobson. 

He said the rear fender was damaged 
and white paint transferred from what¬ 
ever vehicle hit the truck. 

“So we’re looking for a vehicle that 
had done a hit and run and likely has 
damage on the front end and is likely 
white in colour,” said Jacobson. 

Rural theft 

A rural residence east of Didsbury 
was burgled sometime between 10 
p.m. on Sunday, Aug. 11 and the fol¬ 
lowing morning, said Jacobson. 

There were two sheds on the prop¬ 
erty, one of which had the lock ripped 
off and the other was broken into using 
bolt cutters, he noted. 

A wrench set valued at $140 was 
stolen from the property, he added, 
noting that police are continuing to 
investigate. 

Off-road vehicles 

Police have received two separate 
complaints lately related to off-highway 
vehicles driving around, one in Didsbury 


and one in Carstairs, said Jacobson. 

“We’re just looking to remind the 
public that operation of off-road vehi¬ 
cles within townsites is not legal,” he 
noted. 

Off-highway vehicles should be kept 
on private property or crown land, in 
which case they need to be registered, 
he said, noting that they are not legal to 
drive either in the ditch or on the road, 
other than in emergency situations. 

Purse stolen 

A purse was taken from a black 
Nissan Ultima that was parked in front 
of the Value Drug Mart on Aug. 20, 
sometime between 4 p.m. and 6 p.m. 

The purse was recovered but cash 
was missing from it, said Jacobson. 

Given the fact it happened during 
daytime hours police are asking any¬ 
body who may have seen anything 
suspicious around that time to contact 
them with any information they may 
have. 

Letters swiped 

The Town of Didsbury sign beside 
Aspen Ridge Lodge was broken into 
sometime between 4 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Aug. 13 and the following morning, 
said Jacobson. 

The lock was broken off the sign 
cover and somebody absconded with 
the letters that are used to spell out 
messages for the sign. 

Police suspect the letters are prob¬ 
ably not for personal use and may 
turn up across town, so if anybody 
finds them, police request they be 
turned back to the town or given to the 
Didsbury RCMP. 

“(The thief) could be looking at theft 
and mischief charges, which fall under 
the criminal code,” he noted.
